"Tbe question has also been asked 
at what time tbe right to the Govern- 
ment to the duties accrue in the fiscal 
sense of the term ? The answer la, at 
the time when tbe goods have arrived 
at the proper port of entry." 13 Peters, 
494." I take it to be a well settled rale 
that the mere coming into port, 
though . without breaking balk, is 
prlma facie evidence of an> importa- 
tion. Bat tbe presumption may be 
rebutted by showing tbat it was occa- 
sioned by unavoidable accident or 
overruling necessity. * • * lean- 
not find any case in which it baa been 
held that the coming voluntarily into 
a port, with an intent to make tbat a 
port of discharge, unless a future con- 
tingent destination shall, after arrival, 
be given to the property, has been 
held not to be an importation. Much 
less can it be admitted that a vessel 
can have a right to come Into port 
with goods on board which are abso- 
lutely prohibited from importation, 
merely to consult on an ulterior dis- 
position of the goods. • * * If 
such pretences were allowed, it would 
be difficult to reach a single case of 
fraudulent importation, until.tbe pro 
perty bad been removed beyond tbe 
grasp of forfeiture." 1 Gall, 244 6. 
Keau not being a port of entry, 
does this importation come within 
the meaning of Section 1, Act 12 ? Or, 
does tbat act refer to and include only 
such importations as take place into 
ports of entry? It is contended on be- 
half of tbe defendants tbat all cases of 
illegal intioduclion of contraband 
goods in places other than ports of 
entry, crime under Section 655 of tne 
Compiled Laws, and that consequent- 
ly this case should have been brought 
under that law and not under Act 12, 
and tbat the Legislature could not 
have intended and did not intend to 
provide by Act 12 for tbe prohibition 
and punishment of tbat which was 
already made punishable by the ear- 
lier statute. 
Our statutes contain other instances 


of repetition of this sort. One is tbe 
case of larceny In tne third and fourth 
degrees, where after one statute cov- 
ering the subject already existed, au- 
other waa passed, confined, however, 
to certain animals and poultry, and 
the object of which apparently was to 
provide a more severe penalty for the 
jffense. It seems to be that a prose- 


cution for the larceny of poultry 
would not fall merely because it WJB 
brought under tbe special, aud nut 
under tbe general, statute. 
In 4 Haw., 187, wheie defendant 


was indicted for having smuggled 
opium Into tbe port of Honolulu, the 
question was whether be-should be 
ffttteuced under Chapter 70 of the 
Peual Code (Sec. 655, C. L.) or under 
Chapter 56 of the laws of 1894, which 
wj-s exactly the same as our present 
Ace 12 except as to punishment.

Exciting Experience of a Young 


Chinese Girl at the Kinau. 


Shortly before the departure of 


the Kinau yesterday afternoon a 
long procession of Chinese hacks 
came along from tbe direction of 
the 
fishmarket, 
and 
winding 


around among the various car- 
riages standing in the vicinity, 
made an attempt to drive upon the 
wharf. In the back seat of tbe 
first carriage was noticed some- 
thing covered with a red band- 
kerchief and jutting just a little 
above tbe oil cloth that had been 
stretched across to keep out the 
gaze of inquisitive 
bystanders. 


This was the only carriage of the 
procession that succeeded in driv- 
ing upon tbe wharf. As soon as it 
was found oat that the object 
within was a Chinese bride, tbere 
"was a yell from those assembled on 
the dock and tbe back was sur- 
rounded. Arriving at tbe steerage 
entrance, the mother and other 
relatives held a long parley as to 
the advisability of having the 
bride alight in the midst of the 
rough gang. It was decided that 
she should do so and got out very 
slowly in order to preserve intact 
the arrangement of 
green costume.

FIRE INSURANCE. -^ 


A Correspondent Airs a Grievapee 


About Premiums. 
j» 


EDITOR AJJVEKTISEB:—One of the 


responsibilities of the coming Legis- 
lature is to liberate the business 
men of these islands from 
the 


thrlaldom of the fire insurance 
companies. 
Here, at least, is one 


monopoly that can be controlled 
by the state. 
The Government 


allows all reputable insurance com- 
panies to do business here and 
sanctions the act of the agents of 
these companies in banding to- 
gether and pooling rates of in- 
surance. 
Every piece of insurable 


.property on the islands is marked 
at a certain rate and no power can 
change it save the Board of Under- 
writers or Ifce Legislature. 
Every 


merchant not in the insurance 
business who indulges in the luxury 
of a fire policy will say that the 
existing rates are exorbitant. One 
of bis reasons for saying so is that 
he is required to pay as much to- 
day as he was in the days of the 
hand engine and an inferior water 
supply. 
Another reason is that it 


costs no more to insure a building 
in Honolulu than it does anywhere 
else; yet in American cities having 
a fire-protecting equipment of equal 
efficiency to that of Honolulu the 
rate of insurance is much lower. 
When the Government organized 
the paid fire department and erect- 
ed the fine pumping plant on 
Beretania street it very materially 
lessened the danger of fire, and no 
one is better acquainted with that 
fact than the gentleman who clas- 
sifies and qualifies risks. The peo- 
ple pay for the improvements and 
foreign corporations reap the largest 
share of the benefit thereof. 


If it be constitutionally correct 


for a state to define railroad and train 
fares and water, gas and electric- 
lighting rates, then it is j ust as lawful 
for the next Legislature to classify 


determine 
rate of in- 


surance thereon. Should the Legis- 
lature be too weak for this task, or 
too sympathetic with the foreign 
capitalists, then it would be a good 


K 


lan for tbe business men of Hono- 
ilu to form a mutual fire insur- 


ance company, which would be ef- 
fective in keeping at home a goodly -' 
proportion 
of the hundreds of 


thousands of premium money that 
would otherwise be remitted to 
America and Europe. 


Such a company could safely 


take a limited number of non-con- 
tiguous risks in approved localities. 
Ample artificial means of procuring 
water baa consigned drouths to the 
history of the past; electricity is 


the dangerous kero- 


sene; brick is displacing wood; 
buildings of more than two stories 
are rarely constructed, and there is 
hardly any fear of an extensive 
conflagration.

CLEVELAND MAKES A BOLD STAND. 


War llireatened With Great Britain. 


Financial Panic Over Rupture-Koel- 
IUK In England-Pacific Cable Bill 
Introduced—Other Forols-n News. 


WASHINGTON, Deo. 17.-The 


message of President Cleveland to 
Congress, transmitting the corre- 
spondence between Secretary Olney 
and Lord Salisbury relative to the 
Venezuelan boundary dispute, creates 
a real sensation In Washington today. 
Although the nature of Secretary 
Olney'a vigorous communication and 
of Lord Salisbury's answers bad been 
already accurately foretold in the dis- 
patches from Washington and Lon- 
don, 
there was still great popular 


craving to learn just how the Presi- 
dent would deal with Lord Salisbury's 
refusal to submit the matter to arbi- 
tration, and the message was listened 
to with Intense Interest In Congress 
and was read with avidity on the 
streets. The President recommends 
the appointment of a commission of 
Americans to survey a correct line of 
the boundary dispute. 


The war feeling is strong through- 


out the United States, hundreds of 
military men throughout the coun- 
try have wired their readiness to take 
part in the conflict with England. 
Appropriations aggregating millions 
have been asked of Congress for coast 
defenses and purchase of guns and 
ammunition. President Cleveland's 
interpretation of the Monroe doctrine 
meets with the support of a unani- 
mous Senate and House. There is 
talk of incorporating the Monroe doc- 
trine as a bare of the laws of the 
country, ana an increase of the appro- 
priation in the Hitt bill to $250,000,- 
000. 


American naval officers are Jubilant 
over the war scare, and hope for a real 
conflict with Great Britain. Various 
Senators and Kepresentatives have 
made expressions on the situation. 
All speak outright and say that the 


turbed the business situation, and 
that patriotic sentloieut la not an 
adequate substitute for sound financial 
policy.

PACIFIC CABLE BOLL. 


Under Its Provisions Americans Will 


Practically Own the Line. 


WASHINGTON, Deo. 16.-Senator 
Carter of Montana today introduced a 
bill authorizing the Pacific Cable Com- 
pany, a corporation organized under 
tbe laws of New York, to build a sub- 
marine cable from some point on tbe 
Pacific Coast to tbe Hawaiian Islands 
and Japan. It is to touch at Pearl 
Harbor, Hawaii, and such other points 
as are deemed advisable. No liability 
for construction is to attach to the 
United States, but tbe United States 
shall pay for a period of twenty years 
a yearly sum of $26 per nautical mile, 
not to exceed 7250 miles, and all mes- 
sages of the United States are to be 
carried free for that period and given 
preference in transmission. In case 
of war the United States may take 
possession of the line. Press rates 
shall not exceed half the rate paid for 
ordinary messages. The line must be 
laid and in working order within 
twenty years from tbe approval of the 
bill. 


Capital Stock Increased. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 21.—A 
telegraphic dispatch to tbe Call from 
New York states tbat ibe incorpora- 
tes of the proposed cable from San 
Francisco to Honolulu had authorized 
an increase in the capital from 53,- 
600,000, the original amount, to $10,- 
000,000.

The professor disputed tbe theory 
tbat leprosy is necessarily a hereditary 
affliction, and urged that it resulted 
oftener from contagion than from a 
congenial origin. 
He stated that 
leprosy does not throw out its germs, 
and tbat persons standing near a leper 
are in no danger whatever, unless the 
afflicted man should touch them. 


Professor Gianturio is experimenting 
upon a lymph that be believes will 
ultimately furnish the world* with a 
cure for leprosy.

There' had been rumb 
lings of a storm for some weeks be- 
fore '94 closed, which broke forth 
on January 17th. ft was an abor- 
tive attempt to overthrow the Re- 
publican form of government, which 
resulted in the loss of some lives, 
curtailed the liberty of a large 
number of men, crippled private 
enterprise and put a heavy drain 


. on the public purse. It left, for a 


time, a very bitter feeling, which 
has happily worn off almost en- 
tirely.

To 
anyone, well acquainted with the 
South Kohala and Hamakua dis- 
tricts, there is no need of argument 
to show how the forests have dis- 
appeared. When Mr. Frank Spen- 
cer first built his house at 'Waimea 
the forest was at his very doors. 
Now the bare plains stretch for 
miles in all directions here and 
there a solitary tree trunk with 
decaying branches marks where 
some gaunt sentinel of the tree host 
still keeps a watch over the rotting 
logs of what were once his leafy 
companions. On the- elopes about 
Kahua thirty years ago there was 
abundance of timber, now it has 
all gone, and the knolls, wind- 
swept as they are, have become 
even bared of grass.

the Health Board. 


SHORT EXECUTIVE SESSION HELD. 


Routine Business Transacted—Applica- 


tion to Practice Medicine—Reports 
About Cholera—Supplies for Coming 


to Be Made Monday. 


President Smith occupied the chair 


at tbe postponed weekly meeting of 
the Board of Health Friday after- 
noon, there being present with bim 
Drs. Emerson, Bay and Wood, mem* 
bers "Waterhouse, Lansing and Ke- 
liipo and Agent Beynolds. 


After reading minutes of previous 


session, Dr. George F. Bradberry was 
introduced to the members. His ap- 
plication for permission to practice 
medicine and surgery in some part of 
the Hawaiian Islands as an employee 
of tbe Board of Health was read. Dr. 
Bradberry fa a graduate of a California 
university and was recommended by 
Prof. M. M. Scott, H. Waternouse, J. 
B. Atherton and George W. Smith. 
The doctor did not have his creden- 
tials with him, they having been 
-overlooked in tbe hnrry and bustle of 


Jv 
leaving tbe Coast in somewhat of a 
hurry. President Smith read tbe law 
governing" "issuance of licenses and 
explained procedure taken in such 
Cases. Action on Dr. Brad berry'a ap- 
plication was deferred until the next 
tegular or special meeting. 


Dr. Meyers reported events at the 


leper settlement. 


Certain Chinamen notified the 


Board that they were prevented from 
paying rent of a-flshing right between 
the prison and the railway wharf, as 
fish caught there were not allowed to 
be sold. They wanted permission to 
catch and sell fish at tbe point named. 
The physicians considered that this 
request -virtually meant the raising of 
the tabu on fishing in the harbor. 
Some of the members believed that 
fishing should not be allowed at any 
place In tbe harbor. Definite action 
will be taken on the matter at the 
next regular meeting of the Board. 
The Board was informed that ar- 
rangements bad been concluded with 
JohnF. Colburn for certain statistics 
of work accomplished by the Citizens' 
Sanitary Committee in connection 
with tbe cholera epidemic. Dr. Bod* 
gers had been consulted, but satis* 
factory arrangements not being made 
with that gentleman, Mr, Colburn, 
who was a member of tbe committee, 
had been employed. 
President Smith announced that he 
had received $100 from Ovide Musln 
as a result of a coacert given on board 
the Monowai on ber recent voyage to 
this port for the benefit of the lepers; 
also $223 80 from the management of 
Wlrth's circus for the same cause. 
Due thanks were returned to the 
parties mentioned, and to tbe press 
for complimentary notices and tickets 
furnished without charge. 
: 
There was considerable discussion 
as to what use the money should be 
put to in order that the lepers might 
have most advantageous benefit there- 
from. Member Waterhouee announc- 
ed that Francis Gay would contribute 
$50 to tbe fund, and the amount 
would be paid through him. 
Dr. 
Wood wanted the amount made in 
round numbers, and added $1,60 to 
the money already named and collect- 
ed, making tbe total amount availa- 
ble for use of the lepers $375. 
A large number of bids for furnish- 
ing supplies to the Board for tbe com- 
ing1 year had be«!n received. Several 
merchants in the habit of putting in 
bids had failed to do so within the re- 
quired time; some had been received 
an hour of two after the limit ex- 
pired. One by Castle & Cooke, filed 
noon of, the 27th—three days late— 
was thrown out, while that of Jas. F. 
•Morgan—filed an hour and fifteen 
late, was also rejected. 
Bids were 
opened and referred to Agent Bey- 
nolds and Secretary Wilcox for tabu- 
lation and award at a special meeting 
to be held next Monday. 
Quarantine regulations were re- 
ceived from New Zealand. 
These 
were in German. Referred to Dr. 
Day for perusal and translation, if 
deemed of sufficient importat.ce. 


Thomas-Finnegan made application 
for work as an inspector under tbe 
Board. 
He had been employed as 
night watchman at the-Oahu railway 
for four years. Placed on file, as no 
vacancy existed at tbe present time. 
President Smith read extracts from 
a pamphlet dealing with land qnaraa- 
tine forms in Turkey. Also from the 
Japanese marine hospital corps at 
Yokohama dealing with the late 
cholera epidemic in that country 
These reports contained valuable In- 
formation on cholera and its treat- 
ment. A five days quarantine was 
deemed sufficient in Japan and Eu- 
rope. C. Clifford Byder's report as 
inspector of tbe marine hospital corps 
at Honolulu, and President Smith's 
resume of the cholera epidemic, show- 
log number of deaths and cases, and 
introduction from Japan, were read 
and discussed. 


Dr. Day presented interesting data 
in a report on bacteriology, with 
eicbt drawings showing baccili found 
in rice water purgings and discharges. 
The Board then went Into a short 
executive session.
